Army 


should make a "whole-hearted 
ef- 


fort" to operate the facility. 


For three years the Army 
has 


sought to close the two 
hospitals, 


contending it does not need them. 


Two years ago Arkansas and 


Massachusetts congressmen 
per- 


sfjjjded the Army to continue their 
operation. Last year Sen. McClel- 
lan (D-Ark) inserted a directive iti 
the appropriation bill 
ordering 


the Army to continue the two hos- 
pitals in operation. 


Rep. Norrell (D-Ark), a commit- 


tee member who led the 
move 


to require the Army to operate the 
hospitals, particularly the 
one at 


Hot Springs, said he 
believes the 


committee position this 
lime is 


so firm that the Army "can't ig- 


Norrell said the bill itself con- 


tains sufficient funds 
for a 
full 


scale operation. 


"I asked Chairman Sykes (D- 


Fla) oi the subcommittee 
which 


handled the bill specifically about 
this point," Norrell said, "and he 
assured me sufficient funds 
will 


be available." 


Norrell said the amount 
would 


be about $3,300,000, the sum used 
Iw the Army at Hot Springs in 
11*53, "the last year it was oper- 
ated full scale."

in his own defense today. 


Geiger is accused in the death 


of Mrs. Mildred Holden of Silsbee, 
Tex., who was found dead of a 
bullet wound in the head near here 
last December. 


Geiger, arrested later at Sum- 


merville, said Mrs. Holden, with- 
out warning, killed herself with a 
38-caliber revolver he cairried in 
the truck cab. He said he dumped 
her body out of the truck and con- 
tinued his trip. 
Geiger 
said 
he 


didn't notify police because he was 
afraid. 


The woman hitched a ride with 


him in Texas, Geiger said. 


Dr. Anderson Nettleship of Little 


Rock, the state medical examiner, 
testified yesterday that the bullet 
which killed Mrs. Holden 
came 


from a gun that was an inch or 
less away from her head. The 
muzzle might have been 
pressed 


against her head at the time, he 
added. 


T)« defense introduced deposi- 


tions from three Texavs policemen 
that Mrs. Holden .had been con- 
sidered mentally unbalanced and 
once spent a brief period in a 
mental institution at Rust, Tex.

General Election he espoused the 
cause of a candidate or candidates 
who were not Democratic nond- 
nees; That he intended to vote the 
Republican ticket in the 
next 


General Election. • 


This condition has come about 


not because of any intent, on the 
part of election officials, to violate 
the rules of the Democratic Party, 
but because of lack of information 
as to the rules of the Party. 


The rules of the Democratic Par- 


ty, prescribing the qualifications of 
Democratic voters, are clear and 
unambigious and provide 
as fol- 


lows, to-wit: 


"Section 3 Qualifications of vo- 


ters in Democratic Primary elec- 
tions.— (a) Although 
other wise 


legally qualified as an elector, no 
person shall be permitted to vote 
in any Democratic primary elec- 
tion hereafter held in this State: 


(1) Who is 
affiliated with, or 


supports, the Republican Party, 
or any other political party 
or 


organization which is opposed to 
the principles of The Democratic 
Party, as set forth in Section 
2 
hereof, or 


(3) Who has at the last preceding 


general election voted against any 
Democratic nominee, or 


(4) Who at the last preceding 


general election voted for, or es- 
poused the cause of. any candidate 
for office who was not a Democra- 
tic Nominee. 


(bj The right of any 
person to 


vote in any Democratic primary 
election in this State may be chal- 
lenged by any Party 
candidate 


or his, representative, or by 
any 


election official. Election judges 
may examine any person applying 
for a ballot in order to test 
his 


qualifications as a voter. Judges of ( 
the election, subject to applicable ' 
laws, on the facts developed by, 
or presented to them, shall de- 
cide the question of any elector's 
right to vote at that 
time and 


place in any 
election held. If a 


majority of the judges find that 
any ejector is not, under 
Party 


rules, entitled to vote, they shall 
prohibit him from voting in such 
primary election. 
The decision 


of the judges shall be final.

therefore, be it resolved by

HOUSTON Wl — New steps to- 


ward a vaccine to prevent deadly- 
botulism — and food poisoning— 
were reported loday to the Society 
of .American Bacteriologists. 


Botulism is caused by 
one of 


the world's deadliest germs. It is 
often mentioned as an extremely 
potent weapon of bacteriological 
warfare, 
if an enemy spread 
it 


through our water or food. 


A series of reports by scientists 


from the biological wai'fare lab- 
oratories at Ft. Detrick, Freder- 
ick, 
Md., point toward a preven- 


tive vaccine.

The botulism germs sicken 
or 


kill form a poison which they re- 
ease -within the body. There are 


number of types of these lethal 
erms. 


One type Alone, Type E, caused 
7 outbreak o ffood 
poisoning in 


ie last 20 years, these involved 
Q persons, killing 21 of them. 
It thus seems^to be highly lethal. 


Jut when the poison or toxin alone 
rom Type E germ is injected into 
mice, it does not often kill them 
ie scientists said. 
The poison does become lethal, 
however, if a 
normal 
digestive 


hemical in the stomach — the 
nzyme trypsin —is added to the 
loison. The poison becomes, 
in 


act, up to 4.7.times more deadly. 


The action of the trypsin is ap- 


parently the reason why 
these 


?erms become so dangerous when 
consumed in contaminated 
food. 


The normal 
body 
chemical en- 


lances the poisonous effect. 


Based on this finding, the sci- 


entists used trypsin to make po- 
ent, purified preparations of the 
poisons from the various types of
